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BUILD BRIDGE 
OVER WHITE RUN 


Dover Contractor’s Bid Accept­ 
ed by Stats Highway Depart­ 
ment; Start Early in 
Spring. 


William H. Drawbaugh, of Dover, 
whose bid of $10,577.88 for the con­ 
struction of a modern steel and con­ 
crete bridge over White Run in Mt. 
Pleasant township on 
the new' con­ 
elet^* Bonneauville road has been ac­ 
cepted by the state highway depart­ 
ment, has built a number of modern 
spans in the county, including the 
bridge over Swift Run on the Lincoln 
Highway, the Fairfield road bridge 
and the Barlow bridge. 
Work on the new 
structure is ex­ 
pected to go forward with the first 
break in cold weather next spring and 
should be finished within six or eight 
weeks. 
The bridge will replace the present 
dilapidated covered wooden structure 
over White Run, 
W'hich 
has 
been 
closed to heavy vehicular traffic and is 
considered a hazard to even light 
vehicles. 
Props support the floor, 
which gives signs of breaking through. 
The new concrete bridge will be 
built so that the road will cross White 
Run at right angles. 
At present a 
horse-shoe like detour is necessary to 
cross the stream over the w'ooden 
bridge, which is built at an angle with 
the stream. 
After the bridge is com­ 
pleted, the road on both sides of the 
stream will be connected with the 
roadway of the span.
